The governor promptly ordered the 


following five companies of military to 
proceed to the scene: G and I, of llunt- 
ington, and K. of I'arkcrsburg, D, of 
Mannington, nnd F.-of Burton. Ar- 
rangements were made to transport 
tho troops by special train to Muunds- 
ville, where, they will consolidate and 
proceed to the scene of trouble. Com- 
pany G, of lluntington, will take a 
Gatling •gun. There is only one of 
these guns now at the disposal of the 
state, the other one binni*' out of re- 
pair.

strictly a business one, and very little 
talk waa indulged In. 
The matter of 


granting supplies to the street railroad 
was -again de'ferred, but that park 
fence must come down and the park be 
improved, 
thanks to the 
earnest 


championship of Mr. Bannon, of the 
Fourth ward. 


Following -members were present: 


Adams, 
Bannon, 
Connollcy, 
Ross, 


Ridenour, Turley, Doty, Neill, Stevens 
and Wall. 


Mr. Wall said there was not money 


enough in the treasury to pay the fire- 
men and accordingly introduced a res- 
olution to issue a three months' note to 
W. A. Connolley. dated June 14, for 
32,000, at 0 per cent, interest, which 
passed unaminously. . 


Ordinance to issue S60.00U bonds to 


pay off floating debt was read a sec- 
ond time. There not being enough 
members present to suspend rules. Mr. 
Wall moved that when council adjqurn, 
it adjourn to meet next Monday even- 
ing, saying that it was important that 
the ordinance pass as soon as possible, 
carried. 
. . 


Mr. Doty stated that aa the city solic-. 


itor had already notified council that 
the clnim of ChaB. R. Ford against the 
city lind been allowed in the courts, it 
would huvc to be allowed, and intro- 
duced a resolution authorizing the pay- 
ment of 
the money, amounting to 


87(55.58, principal and interest 
The 


resolution was passed 
and a lour 


months' note for 'the num was ordered 
issued to Mr. Ford. 


Committee on law and claims, Mr. 


liiinnbn chairman, stated that he had 
examined books of city, clerk and the 
late collector, and found everything all 
right. The committee spoke in a high- 
ly commendatory manner of the way 
in which Mr. Thompson is conducting 
tliu affairs of the office. The matter of 
collecting rents had been woefully neg- 
lected by the collector, hut Mr. Thomp- 
son was making every effort to do so. 


Mr. llnnnon asked that an alley be-' 


tween Sixth and Seventh streets, OB 
Gay street, be referred to the street 
committee arid street commissioner to 
investigate. So ordered. 


Mr. Rosa moved a re-consideration of 


the question of adopting the committee 
on light's recommendation in the mat- 
ter of granting repairs to the street 
railroad for the light plant. Motion 
passed. 


Mr. Connolley here arose uud dis- 


claimed any intention ot casting any 
reflection on tha city solicitor in his 
re'marks in regard to a new contract 
with the Light company Wednesday 
evening. 


Mr. Doty moved that the report of 


the committee he received, and that 
its recommendations be complied with. 


Mr. Neill stated that the actual cost 


of all material would be 8085. 


Mr. Doty was very favorable to 


granting the supplies. 
When the rail- 


road company had obtained possession 
of the light plant, not more than two- 
thirds of the lamps had globes, and 
two-thirds of these were broken. The 
brass rods:used had been in use since 
the plant hod been in operation, and 
the wear on them was sufficient to 
make them 
inefficient. 
The 
city 


would have had to expend a consider- 
able sum of money in fixing up the 
plant 
This might not have been done 


had the city; owned it. The plant 
would have been allowed to run on 
until it dropped to pieces. If the new 
lamps were given to the company they 
would be enabled to repair lamps on 
the line. 


Mr. Connolley thoughtlcouncil should 


receive positive business propositions 
from tho company setting forth the 
actual cost of the supplies. It was 
justice to the people that 
council 


should know exactly how much these 
repairs would cost. 
They should go 


slow and let the street railroad for- 
mulaic a schedule. 
Mr. Connolley did 


uotliketo stand up and throw obstacles 
in the way of the street railroad com- 
pany. He xvas favorable to it and 
commended its enterprise. 
But he 


considcrd it his duty as a councilman 
to stand lip for the people's rights. 


Mr. Ilannon did not like U. vote on 


the question in the absence of Messrs. 
Kricker and Williams'who had taken 
so great an interest in the matter of 
electric lipclitir.g. 
Mr. Goodman the 


former chainnan of the light com- 
mittee was also absent. He did not 
feel like voting just at once, but wonld 
prefer waiting until the full council 
was present- 


On motion of Mr. Doty, movei! the 


postponement 
of the matter until 


Monday evening. 


Mr. Tarley read a petition from the 


water works board stating that floors 
and ceiling of the water works build- 
ing where the electric light plant had 
been were in bad repair, occasioned 
during the removal of the plant, and 
asked that council order repairs made. 
Also that the Weslinghouse engine be 
removed. 


Mr. Ross moved that the repairs be 


made, but Mr. Adams amended by mov- 
ing its reference to the parks and pub- 
lic property committee and city solici- 
tor for investigation. Mr. Neill said 
he had had authority to sell the West- 
inghonse engine, but had been offered 
only S35 for it and would not sell it for 
that. 


Mr. Bannon here read a petition 


signed by upwards of one hundred citi- 
zens and tax payers in reference to tho 
improvement of Tracy park: The peti: 
tion endorsed tho plan of improving 
Tracy park by removing the green 
house, which was unsightly and gave 
the park a dilapidated appearance; 
second by tho removal of tho fence; 
third, to cut a walk diagonally from 
corner to corner of the park and 
make it a place for public promedade ; 
fourth that a part of the duties of the 
day policemen to preserve strict order 
in the park from 6:80 to 9:30 in the 
evening; and sixtb, to advertise for 
bids to have the grass cut by a lawn- 
mower, and refuse 'removed from the 
park. Inspeakingon the petition, Mr. 
Bannon said that at present it was but 
a paradise for loafers, and that the 
public was not invited in at alL lie 
had examined the original deed for the 
property which had been made May 5, 
1848, by Oliver M. Spencer, as a park 
for public promenfcde. ,Mr. Bannon 
then moved that the prayer of the peti- 
tion be granted, and that the commit- 
tee oa p'arks and public property be in- 
structed to see that its provisions be 
carried out 


Mr. Turley now came out in the role 


of an advocate of economy. He was 
very much afraid the proposed plan 
would cost a few cents, and' thought if 
the fence was taken down it would be 
necessary to have stone curbing put 
around the park. If the council were 
ever going .to economize now was the 
time to begin. Since he had been in 
council, nothing hod been done but 
spend money. 


Mr. Counolley arose and expressed 


joy at the stand taken by Mr. Turley 
as a believer in economy. He did not 
think, however, curbing was necessary. 
Mr. Bannon omitted the section relat- 
ing to the (lay policeman, and his mo- 
tion passed, Mr. Turley alone voting in 
the negative. On motion of Mr. Neill 
the fence was ordered sold by the park 
and public property committee, and 
proceeds used in repairing walks. 


A resolution was passed ordering the 


repair of the sidewalk on the .south

In answer to the question, "who and 


what are the Shakers and in what do 
they differ from Quakers, of William 
Penn's times?" 


"The Shakers are seceders of 
the 


Quakers and differ from them in many 
particulars. The Shakers ure commun- 
ists in the strictest acceptation of this 
term, but must not be confounded with 
anarchists, as communism means to 
protract every member of the commu- 
nity, while umirctiism means to tear 
down the present state of 
society. 


Communism protects the most humble 
in health, sickness and burial of the 
dead. The property is all held in com- 
mon, no man owns a dollar individu- 
ally, but ilj is all held as a common 
fund. The first law—and our laws are 
all unwritten—is to give your heart to 
God and your hands to labor. Every 
man, woman and child is placed in their 
proper sphere according to their tal- 
ents. Some upon farms, some on dairies 
and Borne in our work shops. 
White 


the world has"witnessed the rise, decline 
and fall of numerous organizations 
which have proved failures, the Shakers 
of today stand as a monument of the 
first fruits of communism." 


"Doctor, what is the factor of their 


success?" 


"In the first place our belief is fol- 


lowing in the footsteps of the master, 
as we worship the same God as the 
Hebrews and the same Savior as the 
Christian. As Christ is our patron of 
all virtues, among which is celibacy or 
not marrying." 


"Do I understand you to say thn 


Shakers do not marry ?" , 


"They do not marry. Neither are 


they given in marriage, and I will give 
you my honor there is no free love 
practiced among them." 


"Doctor, you surprise me! 
How do 


you maintain youmumericalstrength?" 


"We take children of worthy parents 


and educate them in our peculiar be- 
lief." 


"What stress do you lay on celibacy 


or why do you practice celibacy ?" 


"They can lead a more quiet, peace- 


ful life as celibates." • 


"In what way?" 


, "In this way. There are many pas- 
sidns aroused in matrimony, which are 
dormant 
in celibacy, among which 


are avarice, selfishness and jealousy. 
In regard to avarice the Shakers be- 
lieve there are no pockets in shrouds. 
In selfishness, it has no place among us 
as everything is on an equal footing. 
We are not jealous, but proud when 
onesister or brother shows superiority 
to another." 
. "What relation does the sexes oc- 
cupy to each other?" 


"The same relation as existed in 


3'our family until you left your home. 
The positions of brothers and sisters. 
While you serve your relations when 
you left home, we continue as long as 
life lasts, with the relation of brother 
and sister." 


"Can 
men and women maintain their 


superiority to old age, by living the 
life of a celibate?" 


"Were I permitted I would refer with 


pride to the number of prominent men 
o£ America who were raised a Shaker 
and remained a Shaker until death. I 
might mention Samuel J. Tilden, who 
was raised a Shaker and was buried a 
Shaker in Shaker burial grounds. One 
of the judges on the supreme bench to- 
day was raised a Skaker and is still a 
Shaker. Asa Gray, the botanist, was 
raised n Shaker and died one." 


"Do you believe in education ?"

Shakers' favorite candidate for presi- 
dent?" 


"The Shakers are non-combatants, 


believing that if yon take their coat to 
give them yonr coat also. They are 
non-resistent, opposed to wars, never 
fighting the battles of ar.y flag under 
which their lot may be cast as a com- 
munity. As individuals we furnished 
the Onion army with three colonels 
and two brigadier generals who made 
their mark. We belieVe as Shakers in 
living in peace with all mankind. 
We 


pay our taxes: never vote. Here is a 
direct case of taxation withont repre- 
sentation, and today the Shakers are 
worth fifteen millions of dollars"

1. The Israelites Urged to Go.— In 


onr last lesson the Israelites were busi- 
ly preparing: for their departure. Tha

been set.

bad 
come. 
While they were still 


engaged In celebrating their first Pass- 
over feast, at midnight the Lord smoto 
all the firstborn of Egypt, from the 
firstborn of Pharaoh, that eat upon the 
throne, to the firstborn of the captive 
that was In tho dungeon (Ex. 13;9fl). 
The last and greatest stroke had fallen. 
The whole land of Egypt was now In 
intense excitement. 
There waa a 


great cry, for thero "was not a house 
where there was not one dead. Thero 
was no longer a refusal of Moses1 re- 
quest On tho contrary, Pharaoh could 
not wait till morning' before he sent to 
Moses, and bade him be gone with all 
the people. 


The Rendezvous. — The first jonrney 


of the Israelites waa from Rameses to 
Succoth (12: 87). These are not towns, 
but districts. Rameses was "the land 
of Hameses," which is spoken of as 
identical with (Joshen, or at least with 
the western portion of It. Itlayalonf 
the Wady Tumilat, the line of tho 
present Sweetwater canal, and was 
shaped like a cornucopia, with its 
broader end toward the Nile. From 
all portion a of the land this people as- 
sembled to Succoth as their place of 
rendezvous. 
Succoth 
("a place- of 


tenta"'or booths) was a district (not a 
town) lying at the eastern end of the 
Wady Tumilat, along the line of the 
lakes. Pithom, latoly discovered by 
M. Naville, twelve miles west of Ismal- 
lia, was probably tho chief store olty 
lying on its western border. 


Their Numbers. — There wore 000,000 


men, besides children, and a mixed 
multitude (10:97). This would natu- 
rally Imply about 8,000,000 in all. But 
Prof. Willis J. Beeoher, of Auburn The- 
ological seminary, In a lecture not lone 
ago, suggested that the enumeration 
may have been technical, just aa we 
count an army. A regiment consists 
of 1,000 men, while often, in various 
ways, not more than «00 or BOO are 
present, and yet we call It a regiment. 
Bis hundred thousand may be equiva- 
lent to 600 regiments, "tha thousands" 
containing- but a few hundreds, so that 
there may not have been more than 
800,000 men, or a million in aH. The 
same reckoning is used in numbering

The Pursuit by Pharaoh,—Several 


days have now passed since the Isr^l- 
ites, in an hour of great excitement, • 
were given their freedom. But soon 
the laborers were missed from their 
places, the houses were empty, the 
fields had no flocks, the public works 
were stopped for want of bricks and 
men to lay them. When, therefore, 
Pharaoh saw that the Israelites had 
turned back, as if afraid, and were 
again in Egypt, he; thought they were 
confused and bewildered (so the word 
"entangled" [14:3] means), and they 
were in his power, because he held the 
defenses of the preat wall, which 
reached to the impassable lied sea. He 
therefore takes his six hundred ahoaen 
chariots, and sots "out to overtake the 
fugitives, ordering other chariots in dif- 
ferent parts of Egypt (of which Diodor- 
us Sicnlus says that Barneses II. had 
twenty-seven thousand) to follow. 


The Place of Crossing the Eed Sea.— 


There hajre been many theories as to 
the place where the Israelites crossed 
the Red sea. But it is now almost cer- 
tain that either one or the other of two 
theories must be in the main correct. 


(1) Dr. Trumhull has advanced some 


most able arguments in favor of the 
Gulf of Suez, the place advocated by 
many scholars. "The Israelites crossed 
near the town of Suez, on extensive 
shoals which run toward the southeast, 
in the direction of Ayun Musa (the 
Wells of Moses). The distance is about 
three miles at high tide. This is th« 
most probable theory. Near here Na- 
poleon, deceived by the tidal wave, 
attempted to cross in. 1709, and nearly 
met the fate of Pharaoh." Niebuhr 
crossed at this point in 1762, on a 
dromedary, some Arabs, who were up 
to their knees in water, accompanying 
him on foot- 


fa) The other theory is that of Prin- 


cipal Dawson, one of the leading geolo- 
gists of the world, in his Egypt and 
Syria, and in his still later (1889) Mod- 
ern Science in Biblo Lands. lie as a 
geologist believes that at this time tho 
Red sea extended mtich father north 
than now.and that the Bitter lakes were 
then tho northern extremity of the 
Eed sea, and that the crossing was at 
the southern part of the Bitter lakes.
